SAVE YOUR BACON FOR THE BOYS 


Our forefathers risked their all for 
liberty. Too many of us are jeop- 
ardising our liberty for profits. 

Swine growing may not he the 
most profitable branch of agriculture 
at the present time, but there is an 
urgent call for bacon from the boys 
in the trenches, They are the 
guardians of your liberty and mine. 
They cannot fight if they are not 
fed. ~ Will you do your part by rais- 
ing a pig? You may eat the hams, 
shoulders and spareribs, but send the 
bacon to the boys.

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Reindeer Meat is 
Latest Novel 


Herds in Alaska are Said to Be 
Increasing 


Reindeer meat is finding its way 
{nto the market on the Pacific coast, 
end is certaig to become an import- 
ant part of the meat supply of this 
country when the government rail- 
way to Alaska provides the means of 
shipping to distributing centres in 
this country, according to Clio Ma- 
mer, writing in The Catholic World. 

There were 70,243 reindeer in 
Alaska, according to the government 
report on the subject in 1915, nearly 
all descendants of herds totalling 
1,200: which were imported from Rus- 
sia to stock the country between 1902 
and 1906.and the herds today are in- 
creasing at a remarkable rate. Un- 
til: 1914, the raising of reindeer was 
confined to natives and Eskimos, but 
since then the government has per- 
mitted others to enter the business. 
Beginning in the fall of 1914, ship- 
ments of reindeer meat to Seattle and 
other Pacific coast cities have been 
allowed. Mr. Mamer says __ that 
reindeer steak is as palatable as 
becfsteak, and that it has been sell- 
ing at many of the best hotels in Cal- 
ifornia, Washington and Oregon for 
from one-quarter to one-half the 
Frice of beefsteak. He continues: | 

“There are many things to be said 
in favor of using reindeer meat on 
our tables, aside from a desire to 
cut the high cost of living. The 
reindecr is not only easy and cheap 


to raise, but its flesh is pleasing to 
“the taste and it is fully as nutritrious 


as beef or mutton. Moreover, prac- 
tically every part of the animal can 
be utilized for human consumption, 
and it is one of the casiest meats 
to keep from spoiling. 

“Last winter marked the entrance 
of the reindeer upon the scene as a 
possible economic factor in the great 
world war. Tne Swedish govern- 
ment sold to German agents 43,500 
carcasses of reindeer, which, it was 
estimated, provided 3,400 metric tons 
of venison for the German soldiers. 
This meat was purchased at a price 
which would make it the cquivalent 
of 28 cents a pound in our money. 

“When the United States govern- 
ment took ovcr its newly purchased 
land from Russia and enacted laws 
for the protection of the seal the In- 
dians and the Eskimos were reduced 
to a state of starvation. With the 
coming of the white man the wild 
game and whale upon which the na- 
tives fad relied for their food supply 
hod been driven into the. inaccessible 
north lands, and now the seal, the 
one animal which remained for them 
to live upon, was taken from them. 
Scorcs of these people were wiped 
out of existence by disease and hun- 
ger before the government awoke to 
the fact that it was its duty to pre- 
Berve tle lives of these unfortunate 
wreetclics. It was Captain M. A. 
Healey of the United States revenue 
cutter Bear, who was responsible for 
the suggestion which finally led to 
the introduction of the reindeer from 
Alaska.” 

Twelve hundred reindeer were 
brought over from Russia between 
1902 and 1906 but in the latter year 
Russia forbade further exportations 
of the animal. ' The herds elready 
{mported were placed under the care 
of Laplanders brought over for the 
express purpose of teaching how to 
breed and care for the animals. Es- 
kimo and Indian boys are now taught 
how to e reindeer at government 
experimental stations tn Alaska. 
They are trained in this industry, 
and taught reading, writing, arithme- 
tic, and sanitatien for five years al 
governinent expense, after which 
they receive from six to ten reindeer 
with which to start a herd of their 
own, Many of these boys have be- 
come wealthy. 

“Nedrly every portion of reindeer 
flesh can be used, and one cut is 
practically good as another,” says 
Mr. Mamer. “It would seem as if 
this industry ought to appeal strong- 
ly to those of our young agricultural 
students who are particularly inter- 
ested in stock raising, for it un- 
doubtedly has an clement of adven- 
ture about it which they, more than 
any other class of farmers, would 
apprecixte. Reindeer can be raised 
for the market much more cheaply 
than cattle, for they find their own 
feed both .n winter and summer, and 
they can live in barren wastes which 
would support no other kind of ani- 


mal, It has been estimated that 
there is in Alaska close to 300000 
square miles of this Jand which 


would afford pasturage for millions 
of decr, ‘These domesticated de- 
ecendants of the caribou which still 
roam wild in certain parts of Alaska 
and British Columbia, besides being 
easy to feed, are not difficult to raise, 
as they ure exceptionally healthy and 
suffer from no disease,”

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Juggling With Food 


How Corporations Keep Prices Up 
By Promoting Food Waste 


We are of the opinion that the 
whole phenomenon of rising prices 
is an artificial matter brought on by 
the food-storing and food-distribut- 
ing corporations, 

Their middlemen profits, that is to 
say, the profits which go as dividends 
to middlemen shareholders, who are 
only dummy middlemen, but who 
| draw enormous wages for doin 
nothing in buying and storing an 
distributing food to the public nev- 
ertheless, these profits are added to 
the legitimate profits which the cor- 
porations might expect to make on 
the actual cost of their investment 
and their operations. 

High prices are having their ef- 
fect tipon the food standards of the 
people, and unless steps are taken to 
assure the pcople of abundant food, 
which largely depends upon reason- 
able prices, it will not be possible to 
carry on the work of the country, or 
the development of the population 
on the scale required to keep Canada 
te an efficient factor in the fighting 
ine, 

Cold storage was hailed as a bless- 
ing at first, and we were told that 
the cheap rates of summer would be 
continued during the winter. ‘The 


corporations have reversed all this 
and made certain that the high prices 
of winter would be maintained all 
suminer. How do they do it? Here 
is an instance. A corporation goes 
into an orchard and buys the crop 


from the owner at so much a tree. 
| When the apples are gipe the pickers 
and the packers come along and 
| eatliee all the first-class fruit. The 
rest is left on the trees or on thic 
ground, The owner wants to know 
ii he can sell the second quality. The 
corporation says “No”; those apples 
belong to them. No one must get 
them, They can lie and rot. They 
must not comic in competition with 
the high-priced first-class apples. The 
public is informed that it is a bad 
season for apples, and #!.Pavs more 
[ ipples than it docs ior oranges. 


for 
Another instance: The corporation 
|dairies take the cream off the miik 
they buy (and they do not buy all 
the farmer can give them every day 
either) and as there is an immense 
amount of skim milk, which is a 
highly nutritious food of great value 
to children and others, they dispose 
of that, so as to keep it out of com- 
|}petition with the cream and the 
{high-priced milk, by pouring it into 
the sewers. It would cost too much 
to distribute it, is the usual plea. 
|} Some farmers get part of it to feed 
calves and pigs. Less cream and 
more milk would reduce the price of 
this commodity if public service and 
not profitecring were the end in view. 

Things like these make the busi- 
ness of food controlling and _ price 
controlling one in which the people 
take vital interest. Had the cor- 
Porations been satisfied with a rea- 
sonable profit which the solid secur- 
ity of a staple business should have 
niade them content to receive, there 
would have been no complaint. But 
if the corporations are determined to 
rack the public with such prices as 
the war situation has stimulated them 
to charge, the public must insist up- 
on the food controller interfering, 
even if it be necessary to place the 
cold storage and other plants under 
| public management. Had Germany 
displayed such inefficient methods in 
her domestic economy as are to be 
‘found in Canada the war would have 
cen over two years ago. We are 
frolonging it by our  ineptitude.— 
ie the Toronto World. 


An Advanced Farmer 


Seager Wheeler of Rosthern Brings 
Fame to Western Canada 


Mr. Seager Wheeler of Rosthern, 
| Saskatchewan, at the International 
Dry Farming Congress at Peoria, 
Illinois, took first honors in the dis- 
play of wheat, barley, brome grass 
and rye grass. He also took the 
sweepstakes for the best supply of 
potatoes and the first prize for field 
peas. Mr. Wheeler has risen to 
something like national fame 
through his achievements as an agri- 
culturalist. He is a fine type of the 
man who applies business faculty to 
the growing of grain, as some others 
of his kind do the raising of fruit 
and breeding of livestock. Their 
achievements have been ghe best ad- 
vertisements the western country has 
secured; and this year these hav 
been especially noteworthy. At the 
Peoria gathering which attracts ex- 
hibits from all the Americas, Mr, S. 
Larcombe of Birtle, Manitoba got 
the sweepstakes award for wheat, 
the first, second and third prizes for 
wheat, with the sweepstakes for oats 
and rye going to others from the 
same province. Other trophies were 
also won by representatives of Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan, whose fame 
as farming countries of great capa- 
city will be more widely spread in 
consequence. In their earlier days, 
as in the earlier days of Quebee and 
Ontario, and of New York and other 
eastern states, the strong new soil 
produced great crops of grain almost 
{without care. It took years to ex- 
jhaust it; and when it was exhausted 
Lat took years more to restore it to 
fertility, The art has been learned,

{nent is becoming work for strong 
thinking men, such as it has long 
; been in Germany, France, the Scan-

A Poor Citizen 


Hyphenated Americans Considered 
as Poor Citizens From Any 
Point of View 


The man who goes into a far 
forcign country to live indefinitely 
and takes with him the idea that he 
can transport along with himself all 
the home soil and atmosphere he will 
need for himself and his pdsterity 
forever, has laid out for himself a 
Program of trouble and for his 
children an endless fuss. A young 
friend of mine, thinking he saw a 
great future in Argentina, asked my 
opinion of his going there, “Before 
you go,” I said, “make up your mind 
that you will be willing to marry a 
Spanish girl with a dash of Indian 
blood and a taste for cigarettes; that 
you will be willing that your child- 
ten marry among the mixed Indian, 
Spanish and negro people there; 
that you will never see a Protestant 
church after you sail from New 
York and that you will have to learn 
another tongue before you can ask 
or even a drink of water.” He de- 
cided not.to go. The only reason 
he wanted to go in the first place was 
that he thought he could get, a wad 
of moncy there quicker than here, 
and his idea of success was a big 
wad of money—anywhere. 

Years ago I spent a summer in and 
about a foreign country planted in a 
certain portion of Wisconsin, A 
large chunk of Belgium with a piece 
of Poland and’a slice of Holland lay 
contiguous to cach other. I saw 
American born Belgian young  peo- 
ple, from 20 to 30 years old, who 
could not speak a word of English 
nor understand it; nor yet could they 
read their own native language. Some 
of the older Belgians said they 
would have been better educated if 
they had been born and reared in 
their own country. The Polish peo- 


ple were in much the same condi- 
tion. What was the matter with 
them? 

This was the matter. They had 


put their hand to the plow and were 
looking back, They came to America 
to make a little Belgium, a little 
Poland and a little Holland. They 
brought their poor old dried-up, 
black-bread customs and manners, 
their dress and their speech, and 
shut themselves up with their piti- 
ful stuff, and did not care to know 
anything better, They had their 
own parochial schools, and would 
not build nor attend the — public 
schools. They let their imported 
pastors rule them as they had ruled 
them across the sea, The pastors 
taught them to be suspicious of all 
Americans, and to separate themscel- 
ves from them. When a college 
student, like myself, drove up to their 
door, the children ran like chickens 
at the aproach of a sharp shinned 
hawk. The father and mother look- 
ed me over as an enemy, and all felt 
relieved when the dangerous strang- 
cr pulled out of the place. 

Now any foresighted man should 


know that in America such shut-up } 


conditions cannot exist indefinitely. 
This country speaks the English lan- 
guage, has spoken it from the start 
and will speak it forever. It takes 
the average man all his spare school 
time to learn one language well. TI 
speak of the man whose schooling is 
only in the grades, The time he 
spends studying German he takes 
from time that could be better spent 
learning a trade, or history or busi- 
ness arithmetic. The time he takes 
to talk and think in German, he 
could better use in perfecting himself 
in the English tongue; for the Eng- 
lish tongue is the tongue by which 
lie is to get his living and through 
which he is to live a full life in Amer- 
ica, 
grasp of ‘English is poorly equipped 
to get and to give what the ideal 
American citizen should get 
give. The father and mother, who, 
just because it feels good to them to 
run along old ruts, keep their child- 
ren down in the rut, are robbing 
their children of life and mussing up 
the life of the entire neighborhood, 
They are poor citizens from any 
point of view.—From the Commer- 
cial West, Minneapolis. 


Is Your Chimney Safe? 


Defective Chimney a Common Cause 
of Fires : 


Defective chimneys are the great- 
est single source of fires, The in- 
vestigation being conducted by the 
commiission of conservation discloses 
the fact that, for the year 1916, of 
the places reporting, no less than 640 
fires were due to faulty chimneys, 
This is exclusive of fires resulting 
from dangerous stovepipes or chim- 
ney sparks. 

Before winter weather necessitates 
Pressure upon the heating apparatus,

Yet, this portion of the build- 
ing is probably the source of the 
grea® majority of fires which start 
from defective chimneys, Changes 
in weather conditions and vibration 
have a deleterious effect upon the 
mortar in the brickwork, causing it 
to disintegrate and leaving openings 
through which sparks may readily 
pass.—J.D,

Limit Food Profits 


Speculative Middleman Has Been 
Eliminated in Britain 

Right Hon. Geo. N. Barnes, mem- 
ber of the British war cabinet, has 
issued a statement by the food min- 
istry of the steps taken to mect the 
food shortage, and to limit the pro- 
fits on food. He points out all the 
principal foodstuffs now under con- 
trol, namely, bread, flour, meat, pota- 
toes, sugar, milk, butter, cheese ba- 
con, jam, catmeal, peas, beans, choc- 
olate and feeding stuffs for live 
siock.

Bread Baked With Sea Water Keeps 
Fresh Longer 


Among the strange customs 
brought to light by the war is the 
practice in some parts of France to 
use sea water in baking bread. It is 
proposed to authorize the extension 
of this idea to other parts of the 
country in order to save salt, which 
is an incumbrance. to traffic, every 
saving in which relieves the load on 
the railways. It has been found that 
bread baked with sea water keeps 
nioist longer, owing to the affinity 
for water which the magnesium 
chloride in the sea water possesses. 
This substance and other minerals 
are particularly useful for the body. 
Sea water and human blood are so 
closely akin in constitution that sea 
water has been used to inject into 
the veins to revive those who are 
moribund and with excellent results. 
The 29 substances which have been 
identified in the body are largely 
present in sea water, and it has been 
contended that this demonstrates the 
origin of the human animal body to 
have been originally derived from 
marine life. A similar argument 
might be constructed to indicate his | 
origin in the air, However this me 
be, bread made with sea water is 
certainly palatable, and keeps fresh 
longer.

The fuel administrator suggests 
that as a measure of economy in the 
use of coal Americans reduce — the 
temperature of their houses at least 
five degrees this winter. The Amer-

them had been decorated for acts of 
conspicuous courage. 

I asked him what induced them to 
enlist. 

“Apparently,” he said, “it is be- 
cause they want to fight. They seem 
to be interested in the war and want 
to take part in it. I suppose with 
some it is sheer love of adventure, 
but with the most it is a patriotic 
impulse. Some have lost their hus- 
ands in the war and enlist to take 
¢@heir husbands’ places. Some, I 
think, are aroused-by the falsehood 
ghat Russia is to stop fighting and 
want to show that the old Russian 
6pirit is not dead. That was what 
brought out the “Battalion of Death,” 
you know. 

“Yes, they are trained exactly like 
the men, go through the same course 
of instruction and have the same 
duties to do in the field. No distinc- 
tion is made. In fact, when they go 
into the army they drop every con- 
sideration of their sex. As a rule 
they are serious minded persons. 
There is no skylark about their per 
formance, They are in the army to 
fight.” 

I asked him what class they came 
from. He said they were mostly 
peasant women but there were wo- 
wien of all classes in the army, 


He said the only weakness the 
woman soldicr developed was usually 
about her feet. She could not stand 
the long marches so well as men. 
Otherwise she could march, fight, 
dig trenches and handle machine 
gins as well as any of them. There 
were authenticated cases, he said, 
where women had clung to danger- 
ous positions after men had retreat- 
ed, and he told me the story of one 


woman soldier, who, finding all herj whole country the duty of 


company officers had been killed, as- 
sumed command, rushed and took a 
trench, 


, Dhis, I found afterward, was an in- 
cident in the life of the weman that 
commands the “Battalion of Death,” 


The Russian woman has often 
found more to do in this war than to 
sit at home and knit socks, Of 
course, she is now the conductor on 
all the street cars of Petrograd, Mos- 
cow and other cities. This is not so 
remarkable, because women are do- 
ing such work in other belligerent 
countries of Europe, In Russia she 
is working in the factories, laying 
Pavements in the streets, building 
cailroads, becoming a carpenter and 
machinist, and learning other unus- 
ual trades. 

At the town of Zima in Siberia, a 
switch engine on an adjoining track 
came down past us as we were in the 
dining car for luncheon and revealed 
the fact that the firing person on it 


wa3 a woman, 
She was dressed in greasy over- 
alls and wore an old black cap 


above her hair, whieh, as in the case 
of the woman soldier, was done up 
in some kind of a knot at the nape 


of her geck, She handled the coal 
shovgl with neatness and despatch; 


also, I judge with skill, for we were 
at that station about an hour, the en- 
gine kept steadily at its switching 
ob and she furnished all the firing. 
When she wasn’t handling the shovel 


she was sitting on the seat at the 
fireman's side of the achine and 
contemplating the world with that 
air of professional unconcern that 


the experienced railroad man always 
has; so I gathered she was no new 
hand, In fact, I knew she wasn’t be- 
cause no one around the station paid 
any attention to her, Afterward we 
found that she was not the only wo- 
man firing person, and no one in 
Russia now was astonished to see a 
woman engaged in any kind of work 
that men could do.

Thought Possible That Japs: play Be 
Seen on Western Front 


“Where will Japan strike?” is the 
title of a striking article in the 
Graphic, London, by Demetrius C. 
Boulger, He assumes that a great 
Japanese army will take part in the 
war soon. “It is breaking no sec- 
ret,” lic writes, “to say that the Jap- 
anese governnient is now studying 
the question as to how and where 
its military co-operation can be most 
usefully and successfully rendered.” 
He discusses in soine detail the vari- 
ous spheres to which a iarge Japan- 


ese expeditionary force might be de-, 


spatched, and concludes: “I cannot 
help thinking fiat despite the at- 
tractiveness of the land route to 
Russia, it is in Europe that we shall 
yet hear the cry of ‘Banzai’ as the 
paen of victory.” A 
portion of the Japanese filcet is al- 
ready in the Mediterranean and ¢lse- 
where aiding in the fight against the 
submarines and performing other 
useful work in the allied cause, and 
it may be that Japanese resources 
for the shipping of a huge force to 
Europe are greater than generally 
supposed. The sending of a big 
army by seas over from Japan to 
Europe would certainly be a scvere 
strain on allicd shipping at this time. 
Some pcople think it would be itm- 


possible. But this is a war of great 
surpriscs, comments the Toronto 
Globe's war writer, as the Germans 


have found out since they started on 
the march to Paris.

The government of the Dominion 
of Canada hasi just. published, 
through its census brancli,. statistics 
of the population and developinent 
of the provinces of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan during. the five years pre- 
ceding June 1, 1916, The figures are 
interesting and show the steady pro- 
gress of these two provinces. 


In 1906. the population of Aiberta 
was 185,412; at the time of tle cen- 
sus in 1991 it had more than doubled 
being thert 374,663, and by the Ist of 
June, 1916, it had increased to 496,- 
525 or 32.5 per cent. 

The population of Saskatchewan 
lincreased slightly more than 91 per 
cent. in the five years from 1906 to 
1911, when it stood: at 492,432. By 
June 1, 1916, it had increased to 647,- 
835 or 41.55 per cent. 

In™911 the number of farm hold- 
ings in Alberta: was 61,496, with an 
acreage of 17,751,899; by 1916 the 
number had increased to\67,877 hold- 
ings, with an acreage of 24,062,767. 
The totel area of the province is 
| placed at 161,872,000) acres, of which 
97,000,000 acres are available for crop 
production. Of this areca 23,062,767 
acres were occupied as farm land. 
During the five years from 1911 to 
1916 the number of farms increased 
10.53 pertcent., and the land occupied 
{as farms 29.82 per cent. The aver: 
lage size of farms in 191% was 288.6 
acres; in 1916 it was 339.3 acres. The

ers’ families to continue in agricul- 
ture, and other intelligent and ener- 


gctic men to go into it, for if it is, 


not profitable people will not under- 
take it, and the businesses dependent 
upon it cannot progress, and Canada 
will not advance. Outsile of the 
highest professions, such as law and 
medicine, I know of no tsual voca- 
tion which requires for its real suc- 
cess so much brain use and diversi- 
fied thought and knowledge as farm- 
ing.

Suffered Greatly 


Deaths’ are’ Not All Caused by a 
Participation in War 


Hungary has suffered most sever- 
ely of all-the belligerent countries, 
in proportion to population, accord- 
ing to the Budapest newspaper Pesti 
Paplo. It draws this conclusion 
from the study of the vital statistics 
just issucd by the Hungarian gov- 
ernment, German cities ceased to 
publish sucli statistics carly in the 
war, but the Hungarian reports have 
been continued on a pre-war basis, 
end the reports cf births, deaths 
and marriages this year are charac- 
terized by Pesti Paplo as “most 
alarming.” The paper says: 

“The war has caused a destruction 
of man power at the front which can 
hardly be estimated, even approxi- 
mately, but the devastation caused at 
heme scems to have been cvén more 
terrible than that among the fighting 
forces. The losses at home have cer- 
tainly been much more serious, 


“The matter of births and  mar- 
riages has declined considerably in 
other countries as well, But in Hun- 
gary tlic excess of deaths over births 
—in the civilian population alone— 
has grown to such a frightful extent 
that in February of the present year 
the deaths exceeded the births by 


The writer, after pointing out that 
deaths among civilians during the 
third year of the war exceeded the 
births by 130,000, says that the Hun- 
garian losses at the front in the same 
period was over 100,000, according to 
the 600 casually lists published. (J 
number of men who are at the frent 
or who have done military service is 
given at 3,000,000, or one-seventh of 
the entire population. Discussing the 
civilian death rate, the writer: says: 

“Deaths due to bad and insufficient 
food certainly increased in a_ very 
marked way.”

While he lingered a bunch of sol- 
diers came marching through dusty 
and tired. Lauder asked the officer 
to halt his men for a rest and he 
would sing to them. I could see that 
they were loth to believe it was the 
real Lauder until he began to sing. 

Then the doubts vanished and they 
abandoned themselves to the full en-| 
joyment of this very unexpected 
pleasure, When the sing-song began 
the attdience would number 200; at 
the finish of it easily more than 2,000!

Horse Raising in Manitoba} 


Total Value of Horses in Province 
Placed at Forty Million 
Dollars 


Both the soil and climatic condi- | 
dions of Manitoba are admirably suit- | 
ed for horse raising, An abundance | 
of pasture and feed of every descrip- 
tion suitable for horses can be grown 
and the cost of production is much 
lower than in the older settled dis- | 
tricts. The winters, although soine- 
what cold, are dry, and are not so 
keenly felt as in more humid areas. 
Thousands of horses are wintered 
annually out of doors, and they come 
through the winter iny surprisingly 
good condition, Rarely is the fall of 
snow so heavy as to prevent horses 
from finding sufficient feed for them- 
selves out of doors, 

The demand for draft horses has 
been seldom so keen as it ts at thej 
Present time. Geldings of fair size 
and quality were changing hands this 
spring at prices from $225 to $300 
each, and mares of «% similar type 
and quality were bringing a slightly 
higher price. 

t is estimated that Manitoba has 
250,000 head of horses, of which, ap- 
proximately, 1,200 are stallions en- 
rolled in the department of agricul- 
ture. A conservative estimate would 
place the total value of the horses 
of the province at $40,000,000,

Fertile Areas 
In the North 


Great Opportunities Offered for Live 
"Stock Production 


A tour of the northern part of 
British Columbia was revently taken 
by Premier Brewster, Dean Klinck 


Studying the situation: from the 
standpoint of the farmer Prof, Klinck 
was impressed with the great oppar- 
ttnity for live stock preducticn on 
the immerse tracts of land north of 
the Peace River. He noted partic- 
ularly tlie favorable conditions in the 
Pouce Coupe district for grain and 
stock. From information gleaned on 
the spot it was learned that so far 
very little more than five per cent. of 
the vast fertile arca is under crop. 
Four thousand acres. are sown to 
wheat, seven thousnid to oats, and 
two thousand to barley. While @ 
great decal of land: has been taken 
up, thirteen thousand acrea only, con- 
stituling five per cent. of the whiole, 
are cultivated and producing. 

Vive years ago the Pouce Coupe 
district was not open to settlement 
and today, says Dean Klinck, at a 
conservative estimate, approaching a 
million bushels of grain will be ex- 
This, 
stccess is largely due to their ap- 
preciation of the value of live stock, 
for at no point between there and 
Prince. George has live stock been 
gone in for to such an extent as in 
the Pouce Coupe district. The whole 
‘ocality, says Dean Klinck, forms an 
extremely fertile tract, very sparse- 
ly wooded in places, but for the most 
part it is open prairie, gently un- 
dulating affording splendid drainage. 

In the Bulkeley Valley a wide 
range of ficld crops are growing 
most stccessfuily, fall and spring 
wheat being noteworthy. In this 
connection Prof, Klinck was partic- 
ularly gratified since the samples of 
wheat he inspected were from crops 
promising a yield of from thirty-five 
to forty bushels to the acre, When 
it is borne in mind that the average 


prairie crop gives a return of from 
twenty to thirty bushels it was. a 
matter of congratulation for the 


Bulkeley Valley farmers and at th: 
same time preof of what can be done 
west of the Rockies in the way of 
grain growing. Oats and barlty and 
occasional small areas: devoted to 
potatoes and roots were also noted 
with satisfaction. ; 
Up to the present time very little 
has been done in the cultivation of 
grasses and clover but wherever 
tried in an experimental way the dis- 
trict has proven well adapted. In 
this as well as in other sections vis- 
ited the same difficulty of scattered 
settlements presented itself, The dif- 
ficulty of securing land close to rail- 
wavs had hindered development to 
in alarming degree in the Bulkeley 
Valley. A’ scattered valley well 
adapted for the production of grains, 
grasses and root crops. is notably 
suitable for mixed farming, he says. 
Pre-emiently a live stock country it 
is also a country in which the neces- 


sory crops will grow to splendid 
advantage. ‘ 
On the journey from Prince 


George to Ifudson’s Hope with the 
exception of Giscombe Portage there 
were no agricultural crops seen save 
potatoes and hardy vegetables, The 
valley of the Crooked River is low 
lying and subject to considerable ov- 
crflow in the spring, as a result of 
which it could be seareely classed as 
an agricultural district. Some desir- 


lable bench lands of considerable ex- 


tent along the Pack River were not- 
cd. In the region of the Parsnip the 
land was of a more broken. charac- 


ter, timber more sparse, and fairly 
well adapted for grazing, similar 
country stretching along as far as 


the forks of the Finlay where a large 


Mract of splendid agricultural land on 


the west side of the river met the 
eve, In the whole of the district

there were no real farmers, That was 2 


to sav, no one was concerning him- 
self about agriculture since the ma- 
jority of settlers were either engaged 
in prospecting or trapping, with the 
consequence that cach one | culti- 
vated his half-acre or so stflicient to 
his personal or family needs, Here 
again whatever was grown, proved 
to be excellent in quality.

The Big Crop 
Canada’s Exportable Surplus of 
Wheat Is Estimated 


The statistics and census bureau of 
the Dominion government estimates 
that Canada will have 154 million 
bushels of wheat available for export 
during the next crop. year ending 
August 31, 1918, This estimate is 
based on the preliminary estimate of 
this year’s crop of 249 million bush- 
els, which, together with the quantity 
earried over from 1916-1917 and an 
ellowance for imports, brings the 
total quantity of wheat available to 
237 million bushels. These figures 
are necessarily subject to revision 
when later and final returns as to the 
results of this year’s harvest shail 
have been received, Deducting 103 
millions for domestic consumption, 
css in 
say 16 million acres at 1,75 bushels 
per acre—there remains a surplus of 
154 million bushels for export. 

This quantity will probably be in- 
creased by 10 million bushels, how- 
ever, by the reduction in the quanti- 
ty for loss in cleaning and for food 
here. The quality of this year’s grain 
is high +r than ever it was before, and 
consequently the loss in cleaning is 
likely to be less than the average of 
previous years, while the quantity re- 
quired for home consumption, in m- 
sequcuce of the efforts of the .vod 
controller, will not be so great as the 
quantity allowed for.

For four months 
now Seattle has honestly tried prohi- 
bition; and it has prohibited. Not 
perfectly, but better than speed laws 
prohibit fast driving, or larceny laws 
prohibit theft.”

Needed Lessons in Economy 


The food administration will con- 
sider that it- has accomplished a 
great deal if it is able to give the 
American people this winter an ac- 
ceptable war loaf, standardized as to 
size, price and ingredicnts. Such a 
loaf would have the advantages of 
the bread card system without any 
of its disagreeable features, Mr. 
Hoover himself is making war bread 
experiments in Philadelphia, and var- 
ious state food administrators, among 
them the head of the movement in 
Montana, have taken it up indepen- 
dently. 

The American war loaf will be real, 
palatable food. No one need worry 
on that score. It will not be the 
black bread of Russia, nor will it 
contain chopped straw or chalk, aft- 
er the manner of the German and 
Austrian masterpieces of malnutri- 
tion. On the other hand, it will not 
be the snowy white bread tlrat Amer- 
icans have fooled themselves into be- 
lieving is the paragon of all foods, 

Probably it will contain a modi- 
cum of corn, Corn bread has failed 
to gain wide popularity chiefly be- 
cause so few people know how to 
make it properly. Another anti-corn 
bread factor is the system of market- 
ing that makes corn meal cost more 
than white flour, which is all wrong. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
people will not eat corn meal if they 
get it as an ingredient of a  well- 
baked loaf sold at a reasonable price. 

When common sense gets in its 
work, the glaring faults of our pres- 
ent bread regime will be apparent 
to everyone, There is no common 
sense in a pound of bread costing 
more. here than it does in London, 
There is no common sense in stub- 
born insistence on bread made only 
of bleached white flour, or in a sys- 


tem whereby a 10c loaf weighs twice ' 


as much in ene city as in another, 
nor in the outlandish profits that the 
ordinary run of bakers are at present 
extracting from a brow-beaten pub- 
lic, War bread will teach us all some

Preliminary Estimate Completed by 
the Census and Statistics

According to the preliminary esti- 
mate compiled by the census and 
statistic office of the Dominion gov- 
ernment the total production of 
wheat in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta is 225,314- 
000 bushels from 13,619,370 acres, as 
compared with 242,314,000 bushels 
from 14,642,200 acres in 1916 In 
Manitoba the total yield of wheat for 
1917 is 41,362,809 bushels, as come 
pared with 28,667,000 bushels in 1916, 
in Saskatchewan 130,356,000 as 
against 147,499,000 bushels, and in 
Alberta 53,780,500 bushels against 65,- 
088,000 bushels. Oats yield 268,189,- 
1350 bushels in the three provinces as 
compared with 313,916,000 bushels in 
1916, barley 43,168,400 bushels against 
33,419 bushels, rye 2,498,850 against
